The buffalo bug closely resembles the j 
ladybug. The latter are only two spot- j 
toil and alw tgs have been considered j 
harmless. 
They are slightly larger 
than the buffalo bug, which is a small, 
white, black and red beetle, oval In 
shape, but the two are very often mis­ 
taken for each other. In our own home 
buffalo bugs are supposed to be, as one 
of tile younger members of the family 
expressed It, “a new kind of ladybug” 
and were left unmolested, greatly to 
our regret later. 
It Is not the beetle, 
but Its larva*, that is so destructive. 
They feed almost entirely on woolens, 
while the food of the beetle is the pol­ 
len of flowers. 
The favorite haunt of the larval is 
beneath the borders of carpets. They 
are wary little fellows, for lf the carpet 
if lifted they will run rapidly to hide 
beneath the baseboards. 
After first 
killing nil that can.be found, the crev­ 
ices should be saturated with kerosene 
or gasoline to kill whatever young 
larva* may be secreted therein. 
Then 
fill the crevices with putty. 
We fill tile deeper cracks between the 
baseboards and floor with a mixture of 
starch and paper. 
Take a quart of

This will dry hard

drying, this mixture has the peculiar 
property of enlarging instead of con­ 
tracting, making, when dried, a solid 
filling. 
To make this method more 
efficacious, it is well to have some one 
go Into the cellar and wedge the sleep­ 
ers solid, or in a short time the floor 
may sink enough to afford other hiding 
places where the insects can harbor.

THE BUFFALO BUG., 


C o m p a red t o It t h e O r d in a r y lio n to 
Moth la a L a w A b id in a < i i l . c n . 
The buffalo bug closely resembles the 
ladybug. The latter are only two spot­ 
ted and alwgps have been considered 
harmless. 
They are slightly larger 
than the buffalo bug. which Is a small, 
white, black and red beetle, oval in 
shape, but the two ore very often mis­ 
taken for each other. In our own home 
buffalo bugs are supposed to be, as one 
of the younger members of the family 
expressed it, “a new kind of ladybug” 
ami wore left unmolested, greatly to 
our regret later. 
It is not the beetle, 
but Its larva*, that is so destructive. 
They feed almost entirely on woolens. 
while the food of the beetle is the pol­ 
len of flowers. 
The favorite haunt of the larva} is 
beneath the borders of carpets. 
They 
are wary little fellows, for lf the carpet 
lf lifted they will run rapidly to hide 
beneath the baseboards. 
After first 
killing nil that cannie found, the crev­ 
ices should be saturated with kerosene 
or gasoline to kill whatever young 
lam e may be secreted therein. 
Then 
fill the crevices with putty. 
We fill the deeper cracks between the 
baseboards and floor with a mixture of 
starch and paper. 
Take a quart of 
starch, add a tablespoonful of alum 
and work enough paper into the mix­ 
ture to make it the consistency of put­ 
ty. This is best accomplished by mix­ 
ing the paper iu with the hands like 
kneading bread. 
We have made the 
mistake of cutting Hie paper Into too 
tine bits. 
Use a large sheet at a time 
of a single thickness. Fill in solid nnd 
smooth evenly with a broad bladed 
knife or trowel. 
This will dry hard 
ami closely resemble papier tusche. In 
drying, this mixture has the peculiar 
property of enlarging instead of con­ 
tracting, making, when dried, a solid 
filling. 
To make this method more 
efficacious, it is well to have some one 
go into the cellar and wedge the sleep­ 
ers solid, or in a short time tho floor 
may sink enough to afford other biding 
places where Hie insects con harbor. 
Cedar oil, kerosene and gasoline arc 
considered the surest remedies. 
No 
fire or lamp should be. allowed In the 
room until the fumes of gasoline have 
disappeared aud not until the windows 
have been thrown open long enough 
for a draft of fresh air to penetrate ail 
parts of the room. 
We have grated 
dried calamus, sometimes called sweet 
flag, over the floor when putting the j 
carpets down and have bad good re- ; 
suits, but we find dried tansy leaves 
strewed beneath the carpets more cf- 
fectual. 
The floor should always be thorough- j 
ly dry before laying carpets as a pre- { 
caution against the moth family. The , 
buffalo bug or carpet beetle not only 
attacks carpets, but clothing and ar- ! 
tides made from animal tissues, such j 
as bristle brushes, whalebone and shell 
combs. It is of a different nature from I 
tile ordinary house moth, which in j 
comparison with tile buffalo bug is a ; 
law abiding citizen, says a woman cor­

The track of the Memphis Trotting 
association now under course of con­ 
struction at Memphis will be one of Hie 
finest racing courses in the country 
when completed. It is doubtful if the 
new track’s superior will be found in 
the whole world. 
The new Memphis track will be open­ 
ed in October with an inaugural meet. 
The stars of the trotting and pacing 
arena are to meet at that tfme to set­ 
tle Hie questions of supremacy, arising 
during the summer campaign. 
The races will be conducted under 
what is known as Hie “Memphis sys­ 
tem.” The dates of Hie bolding of the 
Inaugural meet are Oct. 21-20. 
Dur­ 
ing these six days the southern city 
will be thronged with prominent horse­ 
men from all over the United States. 
The new Memphis track is remarka­ 
ble in many respects. The ground to a 
depth of five or six feet throughout the 
whole length of the course was dug up 
and relaid in layers, each layer being 
rolled ami packed as it was put back. 
This process will give a spring to the 
track that cannot fail to increase its 
speediness. 
The budders of the track guarantee 
that when the course is finished every 
step a horse takes in completing the 
circuit will be visible from any point 
in the grand stand or on Hie traek.

“I have the nam es ami addresses 
of the Ball family from 1839 to 1855. 
They are In letters written 
to 
my 
m other by her brother and 
cousins. 
T here is one John N. Ball, of Mexico, 
Mo., who claims he has the genealogi­ 
cal tree of the Ball family, but aw he 
asks $r. each for the trees' I have not 
Invested. 
“Joseph Ball died In Philadelphia in 
1823. 
During th** French revolution, 
1793 to 1800, his m aritim e 
interests 
wen* 
nearly all destroyed by French 
privateers 
and w ar vessels, so that 
he was compelled to lease 
his real 
estate, then of com paratively 
small 
value, to obtain funds to build 
new , 
ships. 
These leases ran for long p e r 
iods, from 80 to 99 years. 
The first 
of them was for #7*0 acres now in the 
h eart 
of Philadelphia, which 
lease 
was recorded April 29, 1813, and had 
85 years to run. 
“Another lease on property In New 
Jersey expired In July, 1897. The Ball 
estate, known as the Hope farm, con­ 
sisted In all of 485 acres. In all trans-1 
actions Involving this property 
the 
papers invariably contained the clause, 
'Subject to the Ball estate.* 
T hree 
years ago the 
estate 
was estim ated 
to be worth $57,000,000. 
“Joseph Ball died 
intestate 
and 
never married. 
His six sisters and 
one brother all m arried and reared 
large families. 
George Custer, 
who 
died 
in 
Fayette 
county, 
F*a., some; 
years ago, was one of the descend* I 
ants, betag a son of Paul Custer, who 
m arried Sarah Ball. Ella Custer Shad 
der, of St. Louis, claims to be one of 
th e heirs, as do others of the C utter 
family. 
“ As the whole Ball estate was held 
under long term leases years ago, the 
heirs could do nptiiing but wait. 
But 
back in 1846-47, according to a news­ 
p aper account, a shrewd Frenchman 
traveled through northern Ohio, whore 
many of the heirs had settled, collect­ 
ing and com paring records of 
the 
Ball descendants. Then he suddenly 
turned up In W ashington with a large 
num ber of quit claim deeds, on which, 
by sonu* means, he obtained $75,000 
from 
the 
government, 
probably 
through fraud, reserved for the pay 
m ent of French 
spoliation claims in 
which the Balls had a large interest. 
It was subsequently learned that these 
quit claims were forgeries, 
hut 
the 
Frenchm an had escaped to his 
own 
country. 
‘ The descendants of Ann Ball, sis 
t«*r of Joseph, m any of whom live in 
Philadelphia, are even now, it is said, 
receiving regular and substantial 
in­ 
comes from portions of 
the estate 
upon which their claims have been 
established. 
"The estate is there all right,” con­ 
cluded Mr. rulhertson, "and I have not 
given up hoping to get the portion of 
It which belongs to me."

The buffalo bug closely resembles the 1 
ladybug. The latter are only two spot­ 
ted and alwggs have been considered 
harmless. 
They are slightly larger I 
than the buffalo bug, which is a small, 
white, black and red beetle, oval in 
shape, but tho two are very often mis­ 
taken for each other. In our own home 
buffalo bugs are supposed to be, as one 
of the younger members of the family 
expressed It, "a new kind of ladybug" 
and were left unmolested, greatly to 
our regret later. 
It Is not the beetle, 
but Its larva?, that is so destructive. 
They food almost entirely on woolens, 
while the food of the beetle is the pol­ 
len of flowers. 
The favorite haunt of the larva? Is 
beneath the borders of carpets. They 
are wary little fellows, for lf the carpet 
if lifted they will run rapidly to hide 
beneath Hie baseboards. 
After first 
killing all that can be found, the crev­ 
ices should be saturated with kerosene 
1 or gasoline to kill whatever young 
larva? may be secreted therein. Then 
fill the crevices with putty. 
We till the deeper cracks between the 
baseboards and door with a mixture of 
starch and paper. 
Take a quart of 
starch, add a tablespoonful of alum 
and work enough paper into the mix­ 
ture to make it the consistency of put­ 
ty. This is best accomplished by mix­ 
ing the paper iii with the bands like 
kneading bread. 
We have made the 
mistake of cutting the paper Into too 
fine bits. 
Use a large sheet at a time 
of a single thickness. Fill In solid and 
smooth evenly with a broad bladed 
knife or trowel. 
This will dry hard 
and closely resemble papier macho. Iii 
drying, this mixture has the peculiar 
property of enlarging Instead of con­ 
tracting, making, when dried, a solid 
tilling. 
To make this method more 
efficacious, it is well to have some one 
go into the cellar and wedge the sleep* 
cts solid, or in a short time the door 
may sink enough to afford other hiding 
places where tile Insects can harbor. 
Cedar oil, kerosene and gasoline are 
considered the surest remedies. 
No 
fire or lamp should be. allowed In the 
room until the fumes of gasoline have j 
disappeared aud not until the windows 
have been thrown open long enough 
for a draft of fresh air to penetrate all 
parts of the room. 
We have grated 
dried calamus, sometimes ca I bs I tweet 
flag, over the floor when putting the 
carpets down and have had good re 
suits, but we find dried tansy leaves 
strawed beneath the carpets more ef­ 
fectual. 
The floor should always be thorough- ; 
ly dry before laying carpets as a pre- j 
caution against the moth family. Tbs 
buffalo bug or carpet beetle not only 
attacks carpets, but clothing and ar­ 
ticles made from unfilial tissues, such 
as bristle brushes, whalebone ami shell 
combs. It is of a different nature from ' 
the ordinary bouse moth, which In i 
comparison wit ii the buffalo bug is a 
law abiding citizen, says a woman cor­ 
respondent 
writing to The Prairie 
Farmer.

In 1896 Mr. Pin­ 
gree was selected 
as 
governor of 
Michigan by 83,000 plurality, running 
ahead of the national ticket by 26,- 
000 votes. 
He was re-elected 
gov­ 
ernor in 1898 by about 100,000 plu­ 
rality, and served out his term , which 
expired in 1900. 
L ast March he s ta rt­ 
ed on a trip to South Africa, which 
resulted in his death in London. 
Ex-Governor Pingree, while he was 
mayor, accom plished many municipal 
reforms, am ong others forcing the gas 
com panies to lower their rates 
50 
cents per thousand; establishing the 
public lighting plant; organizing the 
Detroit 
railw ay on a 3-eent 
fare 
basis; lowering telephone rates, and 
breaking up a num ber of sewer an 
paving rings that were thriving when 
he cam e into office. 
His potato patch 
schem e for the relief of the poor of 
the city was extensively copied and 
brought him much fame. 
While gov­ 
ernor Mr. Pingree devoted his ener­ 
gies toward securing the passage of 
a law 
taxing railroads 
and 
other 
corporate property on an ad valorem 
basis, instead of specifically on their 
earnings. 
His efforts resulted in the 
passage of a law along these lines 
by the last legislature. 
Mr. Pingree is survived by a widow 
and two children, a son and daughter.
